Spring term of eight, and fall term of nine weeks, taught by Miss 
Bertha M. Brockway. This was Miss Brockway’s first attempt to 
teach, but knowing of her faithfulness in the school-room as a scholar, 
we were well satisfied she would exhibit the same traits of character 
in her work as a teacher; nor were we disappointed. Great improve- 
ment in the school was the result of her endeavors.

One term of nine weeks, taught by Miss Emma F. Nichols, also of 
this town.

Spring term of eight weeks, taught by Miss Myrtie K. Messer of 
New London. Miss Messer gave good satisfaction as far as we know. 
Fall term of nine weeks, taught by Miss Myrtie M. Merrill of this 
town. The school was small, and we know of no reason why Miss 
Merrill did not have a profitable term of school. Not knowing when 
the examination was, we could not be present.

Spring term of eight weeks, taught by Miss Annie G. Messer of this 
town. Having taught this school the preceding term, she knew the 
‘requirements of the school. ‘Ihe scholars made good advancement in 
their studies. ; 

Fall term of eight weeks, taught by Miss Agnes L. Barney of East 
Washington. Miss Barney was alive in her work. She gave sv good 
satisfaction to all, that she was persuaded to return and teach the 
winter term, which was intended for eight weeks, but on account of 
sickness of teacher, was obliged to close two and one half days before 
the intention of the board. Miss Barney endeared herself to all of 
her pupils.

Spring term of eight weeks, taught by Miss Ida C. Davis of Brad- 
fora.

‘The fall 
term of nine weeks was commenced by Miss Mary E. Pierce of Clare- 
mont, who was a graduate from the high school at that place, and 
came well recommended, but it being represented to your committee 
that the money was being unprofitably expended, Miss Pierce at our 
request resigned. It was afterward shown conclusively that she was in- 
nocent of the charges, and was given an opportunity to go on with the 
school but she prefered not to do so. ‘The remaining eight weeks 
were taught by Miss Annie F. Lane of Tilton. Mis sLane was a grad- 
uate of the Normal School. She gave good satisfaction.

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GENERAL REMARKS. 

There have been in the aggregate one hundred sixty-nine weeks of 
school the past year. at an expense of teachers’ wages, including board, 
of seven hundred forty-three dollars and sixty cents. The aver- 
age daily attendance has been sixty-eight, making the cost of tuition 
for each scholar ten dollars ninety-three cents. The whole number of 
different scholars who have attended two or more weeks is seventy- 
three. Number between the age of five and fifteen whv have xzo¢ at- 
tended any school is two. 

Another year is past, and as we look over the events of the school 
year itis with a good degree of satisfaction. It has been gratifying 
to see the interest that has been taken by teachers and scholars in 
nearly all instances—-wish we could say the same of all. Several of 
our teachers have been those who have been instructed in our own 
schools, and have taught the past year for the first time. They have 
given excellent satisfaction, especially those at Nos. 2 and to. The 
examinations that it has been the committee’s privilege to attend, 
with one or two exceptions, have been the des¢ this year of any since 
he has had charge of the schools. ‘The schools, on an average, have 
cost more the past year than previous years, but we think the scholars 
received better instruction. ‘They have wzearly all been conducted 


with harmony existing between parents, teachers and scholars. Where 


this has zo¢ been the case we think the blame rests, as in nearly all 
like cases, with those outside the school-room. 

A word in regard to the “Free Text-book” law. Some are selfish 
enough to think that zow they are going to have their books free, to 
use as they like, but such 1s not the case. It is true that the town is to 
furnish the books at wholesale rates, and it is a/se true that the books 
are to be town property, and mofindividual property, subject to such 
regulations as the School Board may see fit to adopt. Consequently 
the books are to be kept at the school-house or by some one authorized 
by the Board. Scholars have the privilege of purchasing their own 
books of the Board if they wish, and we would recommend that every 
one who can, do so. They then will have books of their own, to do 
with them as they choose. 

In closing we wish to thank all for the many acts of kindness shown 
us during the past year.
